bles, Testaments and parts of the Bible 
last year than in any previous one iu 
it* history, says the New York Trib- 
une. The total reached nearly 2,000,- 
000. 
There has never been a time, 


the managers say, when the Bible 
was in such^large demand all over the 
.world. 


The receipts of the society were $412,- 


406 and the Income from permanent 
funds $18,486. 
The total issues at 


home and abroad were 1,903,558, ao 
Increase of 209,707 over last year. The 
distribution in the United States, ex- 
cepting the Philippines, was 734,649 
copies, and the Issues in foreign lands 
amounted to 1,258,909, Of these is- 
sues 933,454 were from the- Bible 
House in New York. 


There has been a large distribution 


of President Roosevelt's address on the 
Bible, printed in English, Spanish, 
Arabic, Japanese and Philippine diu- 


iets. steps nave been taken for the 
unification of the work in Korea and 
an enlargement in-Japan. A large in- 
crease is reported In the demand for 
Bibles in China and Slam. In Porto 
Rico the circulation has Increased to 
10,000 copies. Last year the circulation 
In the Philippines was 91,260 against 
52,793 In 1902. Workers in Mexico 
have been opposed by the friars. 


The receipts from auxiliaries and in- 


dividuals, and especially from legacies, 
have fallen off. The gifts 
from 


churches show some gains. The di- 
minished activity of the auxiliary so- 
cieties, as n whole, is attributed to a 
larger supply of Bibles and the greater 
demand on churches to support Chris- 
tian activities in different directions.
